Moscow Associated Press reports 
state that there was no outward sign 
yesterday -of a general or partial 
mobilisation in the U.8.8.R., but no 
effort has been spared, adds Associated 
Press, to keen the entire Soviet com- 
munity In a state of constant mobilised 
preparedness The population of the 
capital yesterday continued its dail 
tasks—working, shopping and attend- 
ing football matches. 

‘‘ There is nothing in the behaviour 
of the Russians indicating the immi- 
nence of a Sovet-German conflict, while 
the official attitude suggests that the 
U.S.S.R. continues to firmly adhere to 
a completely independent foreign 
policy. 


FINLAND GETS READY

BIG FRENCH CLAIMS 


To-day’s French. Army communiqué 
as given by the Paris Radio states :— 

“Offensive operations undertaken 
since Sunday in the Southern sectors 
and in the Central sector Wave been 
continiied without respite, resulting 
in very violent engagements.  Im- 
portant successes have been obtained 
in spite of strenuous resistance by 
British forces. Our troops have. re- 
taken Quinetra, where prisoners, in- 
cluding several officers, have been cap- 
tured, as well as 4 great deal of 
material. 

‘‘In the region of Kiswe (south of 
Damascus) the British and de Gaullist 
elements which, supported by artillery, 
succeeded yesterday in making slight 
progress in the north-west, were also 
counter-attacked. 

“- In the mountainous sector of South 
Lebanon we have retaken Merj Ayoun 
and mechanised patrols have at some 
points been able to reach the frontier 
of Palestine. In the coastal sector our 
troops maintained contact with the 
enemy to the north of Sidon. 

“In the east on the Euphrates the 
mechanised column coming from Iraq 
that succeeded in penetrating Abou 
Kemal (five miles inside the Syrian 
frontier) has been held by our de- 
tachments, and up to Monday even- 
ing had been unable to advance 
further, 

“Air operations, assisted by fighter, 
bomber and reconnaissance aircraft, 
continue favourably as during the last 
few days, in spite of increased activity 
by hostile aircraft.’’ 


FIGHTING AT KISWE 


De Gaulle and British troops have 
occupied all fortified positions to the 
east and west if Kiswe, twelve miles 
south of Damascus, states a come 
muniqué issued by de Gaullist Head- 
quarters in the Middle East, says A.F.I. 
(the Independent French Agency). 

The communiqué says :— 

** After careful preparation, aimed at 
limiting as far as possible losses on 
both sides, our troops and British 
troops have occupied all fortified posi- 
tions to the east and west of Kiswe. 

“General Legentilhomme, although 
wounded, has remained at his post of 
command.”’

BATTLE STILL RAGING 


Press ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM. 


CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The battle was still raging fiercely 
to-day in the triangle east of Halfaya 
Pass, according to the latest reports 
received here from the front, 

Military circles in Cairo emphasise 
that this continues to be a local action, 
aimed only at securing the high ground 
at the top of the pass. 18 area 
resembles the observation posts &o 
bitterly contested in the last war. 
Possession of it is not vital, but is a 
considerable advantage to the side that 
holds it. Indian troops are among 
those whd share in the hard fighting 
round Halfaya Pass. 


BRITISH ACCOUNTS 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The Middle East war communiqué 
from General Headquarters, Cairo, 
to-day, stated :— 

“ Libya.—Yesterday, after we had 
repulsed several attacks, the enemy 
brought up fresh forces, with which 
he attempted an encircling movement 
against our forward troops. As we 
had accomplished our objects of 
forcing him to disclose his strength 
and inflicting heavy casualties on him 
we withdrew slowly to our forward 
positions. 

“ We brought back several hundred 


German prisoners and destroyed a 
large number of enemy tanks and 
guns. 

“ Abyssinia. — In the Wolchefit 


sector our troops surprised the garrison 
of an Italian fort, causing the enemy 
over a hundred casualties. Ag its con- 
tinued occupation would be of no value 
to us, the fort itself was completely 
burned out and then abandoned. 


R.A.F. REPORT 
Wednesday night’s communiqué from 
Royal Air Force Headquarters, Middle 
East, stated :— 
‘* Aircraft of the Royal Air Foree 
and the South African Air Force con- 
tinued to give full support to opera- 


tions by our ground forces in the 
Western Desert yesterday. 
“Our fighters repeatedly engaged 


enemy aircraft which attempted to at- 
tack our troops, and destroyed twelve 
Junkers 87's, two G 50's and six 
Messrsschmitt 109’s. 

‘During the day they were also 
active in machine-gunning enemy motor 
transport on roads in the Gazala- 
Capuzzo area, and did considerable 
damage. 

‘* Bomber aircraft carried out a num- 
ber of attacks on enemy armoured cars 
and transport. In the Sidi Omar area 
bombs fell among tanks and transport, 
destroying or disabling more than 
twenty vehicles, and in the same area 
armoured cars, light tanks and troop 
concentrations were shot up. 

‘‘During the night of June 16-17 
heavy bombers attacked a number of 
targets. Hits were registered on the 
Central Mole and elsewhere in the har- 
bour area at’ Benghazi. 

‘“Bombs were dropped on the land- 
ing grounds at Derna and Gazala, 
where a number of fires were started, 
and at Bardia several motor transport 
vehicles were set on fire and others 
damaged. 

“There is nothing of outstanding 
importance to report from other 
fronts. 

“From all these operations six of 
our aircraft are missing.” 


1,000 TANKS ENGAGED, 
SAYS ROME 


Press ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM. 
ROME, Wednesday. 
Claiming that the battle has ended 
in a “grave defeat” for Britain, a 
semi-official account here says :-—The 
attacking forces comprised two 
armoured brigades, each consisting of 
four to five hundred tanks, or, in all, 
about 1,000 tanks, as well as several 


motor-borne infantry divisions.

them to retreat, it adds. 

Italian despatches reaching here to- 
day from Libya stated, says the 
Associated Press, that General Wavell 
used 100 American tanks in the British 
mass attempt to break through the 
Axis lines at Sollum. “The attempt, 
according to the despatches, was for 
the purpose of relieving the garrison 
at Tobruk, but it had failed. 

The Rome Wireless, in its report 
on the battle of Sollum, to-day 
admitted that Italian losses were con- 
siderable, but stated that they were 
compensated for by the successes 
achieved,—Associated Press,

IN FINLAND” 


BRITISH SEIZE THREE 
FINNISH SHIPS

LONDON, Wednesday. 


Information has reached the British 
Ministry of Economic Warfare | in 
London showing’ that increasing 
numbers of German troops are reaching 
Finland. As a result, the Ministry 
has suspended the granting of navi- 
certs to ships bound for Petsamo, the 
Finnish port, as from June 14. Since 
then three Finnish ships have been 
intercepted and detained by the British 
authorities. It was early in June that 
it became obvious that German troops 
were entering Finland in such large 
numbers as to make it tolerably clear 
that they were taking up permanent 
positions in the country and not merely 
passing to and from Norway. The 
British Government, therefore, are no 
longer able to regard the Finnish 
Government as capable of complying 
with the terms agreed upon when 
navicerts were granted to Finnish 
ships last autumn, and accordingly no 
navicerts will be grafited to ships 
proceeding to Finland. The Finnish 
ships which were detained were on 
their way to Petsamo. Last autumn 
the Finnish Government granted 
Germany permission for their troops 
to pass through Finland to and from 
Norway. 


EIGHT “AXIS” 
SHIPS SUNK 


BRITISH ADMIRALTY 
STATEMENT 


Press ASSOCIATION. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


British submarines hunting for con- 
voys in the Mediterranean and the 
Aegean have sunk eight ‘‘ Axis ” ships, 
an Admiralty communiqué stated to- 
night. 

The communiqué was as follows :— 
‘Our submarines operating in the 
Aegean report having torpedoed and 
sunk the Italian tanker Giuseppina 
Gharardi (3,319 tons). They have also 
destroyed three caiques and an Italian 
schooner. The caiques were on their 
way to one of the ergy = 
islands in the Aegean. One of them 
was laden with German personnel and 
stores and another was laden with 
drums of oil. ; : 

“The Italian schooner was carryin 
troops, ammunition and stores, an 
was on passage to another of the 
Aegean islands.

TREATY 


SIGNED 


“SUBJECT TO PRESENT 
COMMITMENTS”

T HE signature of a treaty of friendship between Germany 


and Turkey is announce 


din Berlin to-night. Under its 


terms the two countries bind themselves mutual y to respect the 
integrity and inviolability of their national territory. The 


treaty, it is stated, is concluded 


on the bases of mutual trust 


and sincere friendship “ within the limits of the present com- 


mitments of both countries. - 


The text of the agreement reads :— 
‘The German Reich and the Republic 
of Turkey, inspired by the desire to 
place the relations between their two 
countries on the basis of mutual trust 
and sincere friendship, have agreed, 
within the limits of the present com- 
mitments of both countries, to conclude 
a treaty. 


THE TREATY 


“For this purpose the appointed 
plenipotentiaries of the Reich, Chan- 


cellor Franz von Papen, and the 
Foreign Minister of the Turkish 
Republic, M. Sarajoglu, have, on the 


basis of the power vested in them, 
agreed :— 

“Article 1—Germany and Turkey 
bind themselves mutually to respect, the 
integrity and inviolability of their 
national territory, and not to resort to 
any measures, direct or indirect, aimed 
at their treaty partner. 

“ Article 2—Germany and Turkey 
bind themselves in future in all ques- 
tions touching their common interesis 
to meet in friendly contact in order 
to reach an understanding on the treat- 
ment of such questions. 


FOR TEN YEARS 


“ Article 3—The above treaty will be 
ratified, and the documents of ratifica- 
tion will be duly exchanged in Berlin. 
The treaty comes into force from the 
day of signature, and will be valid 
for a period of ten years. The parties 
concluding the treaty will at the time 
SE ma to an understanding on 
the prolongation of the treaty.” 

The origina! treaty is drawn up in 
two languages, German and Turkish, 
in Ankara on June 18th, 1941. 

Simultaneously with the signing of 
the treaty of friendship, identical 
notes were, it is added, exchanged 
between the Reich Government and 
the Turkish Government on the 
economic relations between the two 
countries, saying: “In view of the 
auspicious conclusion of  to-day’s 
treaty, my Government is prepared 
to promote, as far as possible, economic 
relations between Germany and 
Turkey, bearing in mind the openings 
presented by- the economio structure 
of the two countries, and using as ‘a 
basis the experience that each country 
has had of the other in this war. 

“The two countries will forthwith 
enter into negotiations to establish a 
treaty basis for the carrying out of 
this agreement.” In addition, on the 
conclusion of the act of signing, the 
following joint declaration was dis- 


semated by the Press and radio of | 


both countries :— 

‘In view of the auspicious conclu- 
sion of this treaty the two plenipoten- 
tiaries express the wish that the Press 
and radio in both countries shall 
always bear in mind in all they publish 
or broadcast the spirit of friendship 
and mutual trust animating their 
nations. 

A German spokesman said that, the 
treaty showed that Britain could not 
break the friendship between Germany 
and Turkey, which had “stood the 
test of fire.” 


BRITISH COMMENT 

The Press Association's Lobby Cor- 
respondent says the treaty will not be 
found to be a development of any great 
diplomatic importance. “' It is empha- 
sised that this pact between Turkey and 
Germany will have no detrimental 
effect on the goodwill and understand- 
ing between Britain and Turkey.” 

rom the moment the negotiations 
began until the pact was finally signed 
the Turkish deveeman kept the 
British Government informed. 

“The British Government, therefore, 
fully appreciating the situation im 
which recent war developments have 
placed Turkey, and far from being 
taken by surprise by the announce- 
ment, were expecting it. The Turkish 
Government has, while negotiating the 
pact, continued to observe that friendly 
and correct attitude which has char- 
acterised her relations with Great 
Britain and the Allies since the war 
began.”

M. Sarajoglu, the Turkish Foreign

‘Turkey and Germany, which had 
not for centuries been ge to one 
another in the course of the vicissitudes 
of world events, and whose mutual 
relations have always been clear and 
correct,” he said, “ have in the treaty, 
the text of which was published to-day, 
placed the foundation of their friend- 
ship on the most solid basis, and con- 
firmed for the future that the two 
countries will not oppose one another 
in any way. 

“Thus, the Turkish and German 
nations have once again -held out the 
hand of friendship in a new atmosphere 
of absolute security.” As it has been 
pointed out, other actual and existing 
obligations of the two parties are un- 
affected, and it is confirmed that these 
obligations do not affect the conception 
of the treaty. 


VON PAPEN PRAISED 

“It is with great pleasure that | 
notify the signature of this treaty, 
which constitutes an important his- 
torical document of friendship, and on 
this occasion 1 consider it to be my 
duty to make special reference to the 
very special efforts that my friend, 
Herr von Papen, who knows my 
covntry well, has made to bring about 
this result, When the negotiation of 
the treaty had been concluded, we 
reached an* agreement with Herre von 
Papen to express the wish that the 
publications of the Press and radio of 
our. countries should be made in the 
spirit of friendship and mutual* trust 
which characterises the relations be- 
tween Germany and Turkey.”’ 

“The signing of the German- 
Turkish treaty of friendship has 
caused the greatest satisfaction in 
Berlin political circles,” says a German 
semi-official statement.

MEALS FOR THE 
POOR 


EMERGENCY SUPPLY 
COUNCIL FORMED 


N amalgamation of effort in the 
A provision of cheap meals for the 
poor of Dublin was accom- 
plished at a meeting last evening of 
the Women’s Emergency Committee, 
which was attended by representatives 
of all those who are engaged in that 
form of social work in the city. 

The meeting, which marked a new 
stage in the development of this emerg- 
ency relief work, was called by the 
Women’s Emergency Committee, and 
Mrs. D. Dempsey, Secretary of the 
Conference of Women’s Societies, pre- 


‘sided. In addition to those representing 


the different societies and institutions 
already actively participating in the 
work, there were representatives of 
Glasnevin, Blackrock, Rathmines and 
Rathgar Parish Councils, the latter 
two of which have given the lead in 
this matter among parish councils. 

Reports were submitted of the activi- 
ties undertaken by the different 
organisations to deal with the pro- 
vision of meals at cheap rates, not 
merely for the very poog, but also for 
those of limited means, who, due to 
emergency conditions or other circum- 
stances, are unable to purchase the 
food they need for themselves and their 
families. 

After a long discussion the meeting 
decided to’. °m themselves into an 
Emergency ‘Meals Supply Council, 
under the auspices of the Women’s 
Emergency Committee, and appointed 
a committee, with Mrs. Dempsey at 
its head. 

The new Council will ensure that 
there will be no over-lapping in, this 
aspect of emergency relief; that the 
formation of a central pool of informa- 
tion will make for increased efficiency, 
and that the correlation of effort, will 
assist and rage the won of 
the work that is aimed at. One of the 
immediate tasks of the Council will be 
to examine several problems relating 
to such matters as school meals, 
supplies, fuel, etc.,sand lay plans for 
the winter months. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE 


An outbreak of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease was confirmed yesterday at Baur- 
nafea, Castlewarren, Co, Kilkenny. 

An Order was issued yesterday by 
the Minister for Agriculture making it 
an offence under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts for any unauthorised 
person, other than a registered veter- 
inary surgeon or the owner, to enter 
lands or premises for the purpose of 
inspecting, eXamining or treatin 
cattle, om pigs or goats affected 
with, or suspected of being affected 
with, foot-and-mouth disease. The 
Order also makes it an offence for an 
cwner or person in charge of animals, 
affected or suspected, te allow any un- 
authorised person to visit lands or 
premises for the same purpose.

“ “The thorough investigations made 
by the competent German authorities 
concerning the dropping of bombs on 
Dublin on 3lst May have not estab- 
hished the responsibility of German air- 
craft. It has been ascertained that a 
German aircraft flew over the Fast 
Irish coast by mistake in the earl 
morning of May Slst. The aircraft 
chandied its course as soon as it recog- 
nised that it was over Irish territory, 
and, in any case, it did not drop any 
bombs. 

*** Since, however, the Irish Govern- 
ment. have stated that their investiga- 
tions have shown the bombs dropped 
in Dublin to be of German origin, and 
as the very stromg wind prevailing at 
high altitudes on the night in question 
may have driven German aircraft over 
the Irish east coast without the know- 
a of the pilots, the possibility ot 
such planes having dropped the bombs 
cannot be excluded. 

“In the circumstances, the German 
Government unhesitatingly express 
their sincere regret to the rish 
Gevernment. Furthermore, the German 
Government, in view of the friendly 
relations existing between the two 
countries, are prepared to give com- 
pensation for the deplorable loss of life 
and the injury to person and property. 

“ “The German Government have 
issued the necessary instructions to 
prevent the possibility of the occurrence 
of such incidents.’ ””

““ Subsidiary attacks were also made 
during the night on the docks at 
Rotterdam, Ostend, Boulogne and 
Cherbourg, and on enemy shipping by 
aircraft of the Bomber and Coastal 
Commands, and by aircraft of the 
Fleet Air Arm, operating with the 
Coastal Command. 

““One aircraft of the Bomber Com: 
mand is missing from these night 
operations.” 

In daylight yesterday no air fighting 
was reported over England. 

‘* A German supply ship of 1,500 tons 
was bombed and hit by a Coastal Com- 
mand aircraft off Brest yesterday,”
